Coffee County Circuit Judge 
Gary MacAliley last week denied a 
motion tiled by attorneys of La- 
Donna Tucker to dismiss the mur- 
der charge against the former Coffee 
County resident, 

The attorneys contended that 
since the actual shooting of Mrs. 
Tucker's husband took place in Dale 
County, Coffee County had no ju- 
risdiction in the seven-year-old 
crime. 

In a hearing held on Thursday, 
July 28, in Troy, Judge MacAliley 
heard testimony by Douglas Ard, 
who pleaded guilty to the murder of 
Sgt. Jimmy Tucker in 1982 and 
from Bruce DeVane, the chief in- 
vestigator for the Coffee County 
District Attorney's Office. 

Ard, contradicting earlier testi- 
mony, testified that he had acted 
alone in the shooting of Sgt. Tuck- 
er and stated that the shooting had 
taken place on the Headless Horse- 
man Road, a road that divides Cof- 
fee County and Dale County. Ard 
told the court that the shooting 
took place in Dale County, 

According to DeVane, Ard has 
given several differing accounts of 
the shooting, including one in 
which he accused Mrs. Tucker of

"The Crimestoppers program 
was Originated to help reduce crime 
in Coffee County,” stated county 
chairman Al Smith, “and the intent 
of the program is to obtain confi- 
dential information from anony- 
mous callers to help law enforce- 
ment officials solve crime. Callers, 
which are given code numbers to 
insure they remain anonymous, are 


cligible for awards up to $1,000 and 
law enforcement officials use the 
tips from the callers as an investig- 
ative lead in solving cases. This 
year alone awards have ranged from 
$25 to $750 and the money comes 
from private donations and through 
fund raising events.”

The suit, based on alleged frau- 
dulent acts of misweighing the 
growers’ chickens, had been sched- 
uled for trial in the Elba division of 
the Coffee County Circuit Court 
beginning on Monday, August 22, 
1988, but because of the removal 
action by the defendant, ConAgra, 
the case cannot be tried as scheduled 
and will result in another delay in 
the case, which began in December, 
1982. 

According to V. Gerald Johnson, 
Joe S. Pittman and Charles E. 
Clark, attorneys for the plaintiffs, 
the case grew out of another law- 
suit, in which growers sued ConA- 
gra for fraud and breach of contract. 


That case was settled out of court 
and the terms of the settlement were 
not disclosed. 

ConAgra sued all of its growers 
in the present suit in which ConA- 
gra admitted it's employees mis- 
weighed the chickens delivered to 
its Enterprise plant from October 1, 
1978 until March 31, 1981. The 
grower Class alleges the misweigh- 
ing occurred over a greater period of 
time and the growers claim $5 mil- 
lion in compensatory damages and 
$200 million in punitive damages 
for the actions of ConAgra and its 
employees in committing or allow- 
ing, aiding and abetting the mis- 
weighing. 


Two Kinston residents arrested 
for possession of stolen goods 


Two Kinston residents have been 
arrested and charged with receiving 
stolen property and possession of a 
vehicle on which the registration 
number had been obscured in con- 
nection with a raid on a residence 
near Kinston last week. 

Tony Pritchard, age 32, and his 
wife Cheryl Pritchard, age 28, were 
arrested on Thursday, July 28 and 
both were taken to the Coffee 
County jail, in Elba. Mrs. Pritchard 
was released on a $5,000 bond and 
Mr. Pritchard was released on a 
bond of $10,000. 

Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment officials reported the arrest 
was in connection with the arrest of 
six people near Kinston on July 24 
on charges of cocaine possession 
and possessicn of stolen vehicles. 


Coffee County Deputy Sheriff 
Jack Herbert stated that Pritchard 
had been doing carpentry work at 
the house on Coffee County Road 
6, where some of the arrests were 
made last weekend. Pritchard also 
reportedly purchased a 1980 Chev- 
rolet Camaro from one of the resi- 
dents of the home and the car was 
discovered to be stolen with the reg- 
istration numbers altered. 

Law enforcement Officials esti- 
mated the stolen property recovered 
to have a value of over $100,000. 

Deputy Herbert added that the 
majority of the property found at 
the site in Coffee County had been 
positively identified as being stolen 
and that two of the vehicles found 
were reported stolen from Maine.

Attorneys for Mrs. Tucker 
argued that the crime was commit- 
ted in Dale County, making Mrs. 
Tucker's first trial in Coffee County 
in the wrong jurisdiction, which 
would be grounds for dismissal. 

Judge MacAliley granted a mo- 
tion from defense attomeys to con- 
tinue the trial for a minimum of 
sixty days, allowing the attorneys 
lime to properly prepare defense for 
their client, 

The new trial date was set for 
Dece.12 and the delay was reported- 
ly granted also to allow the prose- 
culion time to present a material 
witness in the case. The witness, 
the former sister-in-law of the Ards, 
now lives in Alaska and is reported 
to be pregnant and will be unable to 
travel until December. 

Mrs, Tucker is charged with 
murder for hire in connection with 


her husband's death, Her husband, 
who was stationed at Ft, Rucker, 
was found in the charred remains of 
a burned pickup truck near Kinston, 
but autopsy reports revealed the vic- 
tim died of a gunshot wound to the 
chest. 

Mrs. Tucker was found guilty of 
killing her husband and was sen- 
tenced to life in prison on March, 
1982, but the Alabama Supreme 
Court reversed the decision in 1984 
and returned the case tp Coffee 
County. 

A change in venue moved the 
trial to Pike County, where a trial 
ended deadlocked on a verdict, re- 
sulting in a mistrial. 

The scheduled third trial of Mrs. 
Tucker was set for March 21, 1988, 
but was postponed when she failed 
to show. Mrs. Tucker was arrested 
in Kansas and returned to Alabama, 
where she is being held in the Cof- 
fee County jail under $100,000 
bond.

(1) provide for local health depart- 
ments to review and approve subxii- 
vision onsite sewage disposal sys- 
tems, (2) provide for local health 
departments to review and approve 
certain onsite sewage systems for 
poor soil sites, (3) provide for ap- 
proved local health departments to 
perform site evaluations instead of 
percolation tests for individual resi- 
dential lots, and (4) provide proce- 
dures for engineers to perform per- 
colation tests outside of the wet 
season

But Daddy Didn't Know About Boll 
Weevil's Love Life Back Then

Moundville, Ala, 

It seems that cotton is making a 
comeback in the South, Much of 
the credit goes to insect experts 
called entomologists who've given 
their lives to the study of boll wee- 
vils, 

They've learned how to kill the 
pests by starving ‘em out for win- 
ter's hibernation, And they've fig- 
ured out how to lure them, perma- 
nently, into little perfumed traps 
(with Passion, My Sin, or 
some such fragrance -- I'm not 
sure), But most importantly, 
they've brought the insects’ love 
life out of the closet. 

The scientists are flying over 
cotton fields and dropping plane 
loads of little cannisters filled with 
sterile boll weevils. They figure the 
sex-craved creatures will mate mad- 
ly but no offspring will follow to 
damage cotton the following year. 

Now there's just no telling what 

I would have given to have gotton 
hold of a shipment of those sterile 
boll weevils when I was a kid. But 
because Daddy wasn't informed on 
the’ insect's love life we spent sum- 
mers and early falls battling the de- 
structive pests that threatened every 
year to rob us of our entire cotton 
crop. 
Daddyd hardly get the cotton 
"laid by" and we'd barely finish our 
last sashay with hoes when the 
little squares - the forerunners of the 
blooms, the bolls, and eventually 
the fibers - when the little fringed 
squares appeared on the stalks. That 
is, at first they appeared on the 
plants. But within a week you 
could walk through the field and 
they'd be lying wilted, on the hot 
dirt - victims of the boll weevils’ 
attack, 

The insects had laid their eggs in 
the squares and killed the prospect 
for cotton from those future bolls. 
Plus, as Daddy said, "their babies 
will soon hatch by the millions and 
attack our few remaining bolls with 
their long tough snouts." 

That meant the cotton inside the 
punctured bolls would remain 
packed and yellow as the bolls at- 
tempted to open; it would never be- 
come white and fluffy. 

And because Daddy hadn't steril- 
ized his weevils, he put us to pick- 
ing up the millions and trillions of 
little drying squares from under- 
neath the cotton stalks, hopeful of 
at least slowing the destruction. 

To motivate us in the 100-degree 
July sun, Daddy promised us a pen- 
ny for every 25 of the squares we 
put into our little syrup buckets. 

With four or five underneath eve- 
ry Stalk, the pennies mounted fast. 
(And once when I found the pile 
where Bill was emptying his for 
counting later - my total shot up 
fast - I gained almost a quarter from 
the steal.) 

Late every afternoon as the 
smoke from the smoldering pile of 
squares (eggs and all) ascended into 
the bright sky, it seemed to lift 
Daddy's stooped shoulders and his 
depressed set of jaw. 

After we'd stooped, picking the 
squares till we felt like the Hunch- 
back of Notre Dame - Daddy'd de- 
cide there was “just no way around 
it - ifn we're gonna make any cot- 
ton a'tall we're gonna have'ta poi-

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son." 

Right then and there I'd start 
wishing we'd poison like our neigh- 
bors did, Pouring powdered arsenic 
into muslin flour sacks they walked 
along, shaking the dust onto every 
cotton plant. 

The poison would settle in your 
mouth and throat and sometimes 
make you feel sick - but at least 
you only had to do it very carly in 
the mornings or late in the after- 
noons - when there was a little dew 
on the plants to catch and hold the 
poison, 

Daddy thought the poison was 
more effective if wet; so he'd get a 
neighbor to take him into town and 
he'd add Black Strap Molasses and 
the poison (cither arsenic or Parish 
Green) to our growing bill at the 
mercantile, 

Then it was to the back forty 
with supplies piled on the ground 
slide behind old Frank. There was 
the powdered poison, and the low 
grade thick molasses (to trick the 
sweet-toothed weevils), and a barrel 
of water from the spring, for mix- 
ing. 

Our "modern" poisoning equip- 
ment consisted of syrup buckets 
with a few nail holes punched near 
the bottom edge. Just over the 
holes a "skirt" was attached; it was 
made of ragged denim or other fab- 
rics, Cut into strips, hanging down- 
ward, 

Once the mixed poison was 
poured into the little buckets we 
children each took one and walked 
along the cotton rows. The poison- 
saturated skirts dangled onto the 
cotton plants, spelling death for the 
hungry weevils -- like sexy island 
dancers in-grass skirts tempting im- 
passioned onlookers to a certain 
doom. 

(The days were hot and Daddy 
double-dog dared us to pray for rain 
- and waste all the cotton poison. 
So to break the monotony one day - 
and to help ole Frank out with the 
pesty horse flies - I slipped and un- 
tied the rope that kept him waiting 
to pull the empty slide home that 
night.) 

The poisoning ritual was even 
more painful than the back-breaking 
square-picking. You absolutely 
were not allowed to: brush the 
sweat from your dripping brow or 
swat sweat bees from your nose. 

And as the day wore on the poi- 
son dripping from the dampened 
cotton plants caused your legs to 
become irritated and sore. 

If the cotton was high, holding 
the heavy bucket aloft for many 
hours caused muscle cramps and 
twitching arms. 

But Daddy didn't know about the 
weevils’ sex life and it was the only 
hope we had of saving our cotton. 

When I read now of controlling 
boll weevils by the mere dropping- 
of cannisters filled with the steril- 
ized pests, it makes me sick at 
heart. I think of all the hours of 
play I'd have enjoyed if only Dad- 
dy'd known about the boll weevil's' 
love life!

Watermelon Time 


It's the peak of watermelon- 
eating time in Coffee County. 
Don't be concerned about the pesti- 
cide and watennelon problem in the 
West - the Alabama Department of 
Agriculture assures us there's no 
danger from Alabama watermelons. 

When choosing a watermelon, 
remember the old standbys such as 
shaking and tapping melons don't 
work, The surface should be rela- 
tively smooth, while the rind 
shoal have a slight dullness, The 
ends of the melon should be filled 
out and rounded, Look for a creamy 
color on the underside of the melon, 
also. 

The best way to but a good wa- 
termelon is to get one that's cut. 
Look for firm, juicy flesh with a 
good red color, It should be free of 
white streaks and have dark brown 
or black seeds, 

Avoid melons with pale-colored 
flesh, white streaks or white heart 
and whitish seeds, since these indi- 
cate immaturity. Also avoid dry, 
mealy flesh or watery, stringy 
flesh, which are signs of over- 
maturity or aging after harvest. 


Low - Cost Vacations 


Some of you may have decided 
not to take a vacation this year be- 
cause of the cost involved. Howev- 
er, by doing some creative thinking 
and planning, you can manage a 
family vacation on as little as $50 
or $100. 

First, you get your family to- 
gether and make a list of possible 
vacations. For example, you may 
want to consider one or more mini- 
vacations. If you use your home as 
a base, you can eliminate the cost 
of overnight lodging, and minimize 
food cost by packing a picnic. 

Also consider visiting friends or 
relatives in other locations, It can 
extend your travel fund if your 
friends or relatives provide lodging. 
This arrangement can work well if 
you're sensitive to their needs and 
don't overstay your welcome. 

Next, determine the amount of 
money available for your vacation, 
and calculate your transportation 
costs. After you've determined the 
money available for transportation, 
identify what you can see and do 
within that limit. 

To plan mini-vacations, take a 
map and draw a circle around your 
home to represent the distance you 
can travel on the money available, 
or the distance you can go and re- 
turn in one day, Within the circle, 
make a list of all the vacation, rec- 
reation, or historical spots that 
you'd like to visit. Contact Cham- 
bers of Commerce and automobile 
clubs, or visit the library for more 
information on these sites. 

Finally, rank these areas accord- 
ing to places you most want to vis- 
it. You'll be surprised at the num- 
ber of vacation ideas in your own 
backyard.

Horticulture Tips

Peanuts 


Foliage feeders seem to be the 
most obvious pests in peanuts 
now. Small worms, mostly the 
corn earworm, can be seen "rag- 
ging” new terminal growth, Since 
corn earworm moths are on the in- 
crease, we should be at the front end 
of our July cycle of worms. Re- 
ports from all across Coffee County 
indicate that cutworms and in some 
fields high levels of beet army- 
worms are also causing severe defo- 
liation. 

Since beet armyworms are ex- 
tremely difficulty to control, it is 
very important to correctly identify 
those worms. 

We continue to see white mold 
popping up in older fields and with- 
in a week or so we will see lots of 
leafspot. Scouts continue to see to- 
mato spotted wilt virus. If you find 
a field with an extremely high level 
of tomato spotted wilt virus, let 
some of us know, 


Leafminers 


Leafminers have been a spotty 
but serious pest on several vegeta- 
ble crops this year. Peas, beans and 
cucubits have been heavily damaged 
in some areas. Light leafminers 
damage usually does not affect yield 
and is usually brought under control 
by natural beneficial insects. Out- 
breaks of leafminers can be induced 
by excessive spraying which elimi- 
nates these beneficials. The leaf- 
miner larvae feeds inside the leaf 
tissue and is well protected from in- 
secticides. Leafminer controls are 
directed at the adults. 

By the time you notice heavy 
leafminer tunneling, it may be too 
late to prevent damage to those 
leaves. Proper fertilization and irri- 
gation may stimulate enough re- 
growth to prevent serious yield 
loss. To protect new growth or sub- 
sequent plantings in areas where 
leafminers have already causes 


heavy damage, spray cucubits with 
Vydate; peas with Cygon,

Registered voters can 
check the voter's list published in 
the last issue of The Elba Clip- 
per to determine their ward. Newly 
registered voters can find out 
from the supplemental list to be 
published in the August 18 issue of 
the newspaper or by checking with 
city hall. 

Ward 1 residents will vote at the 
old Mulberry school; Ward 2 voters

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Elba School Board Reviews Money 


The Elba City Schoo! Board met 
Tuesday evening in a meeung post- 
poned from last Thursday. Such a 
delay is not unusual when the meet- 
ing falls early in the month and the 
financial reports are not ready. 

A review of the financial state- 
ment revealed a drop in ending bal- 
ance of the General Fund of 
$20,000 but after Superintendent 
Lamar Foley reviewed the state- 
ment, board members were satisfied 
that the amount was for pre- 
approved one time expenditures. 
They also noted the balance was 
much larger than the $21,000 they 
had at the beginning of school one 
year ago. 

A report of the status of the 
child nutrition program was pre- 
sented by Roland Powell who noted 
the summer feeding program operat-

ed by the school for the City ot 
Elba had been a success. He said 
they served 19,343 meals in forty 
days, for an average of 483 a day 
and it could be larger next year with 
a little more effort and planning 
Powell also reported on the 
opening of bids for supplies in the 
lunchrooms for the coming year. 
Milk and bread will be cheaper next 
year by 14% and 12% respectfully 
Meats will vary, with pork down 
7% and beel up 6%, Chicken and 
fish will remain stable while vege 
tables will be up 12% to 15%. The 
milk will be bought from Dairy 
Fresh, the bread from Flowers Bak- 
ing Co. who will use USDA fur 
nished flour, Elba Packing Co. W. 
J. Powell and Springfield Foods 
will supply the other needed foods, 
The School Board accepted a ree- 


City Council Approves List Of 
Municipal Election Officials 


The Elba City council is ex- 
pecting a check for $20,000 within 
the next few days from the French 
firm holding the lease on the hydro 
plant on Pea River South of Elba. 

City Clerk D, M. English toid 
the council Monday evening that he 
had been in telephone contact with 
the head of the firm that day and the 
company was wiring the funds to 
their lawyer in Dothan for transfer 
to the City of Elba. An additional 
$40,000 will be due within 60 
days. 

The council approved payment 
of bills totaling $16,036.52 and ap- 
pointed election officials for the up- 
coming city elections. A legal no- 
tice appears elsewhere in this issue 
of The Elba Clipper listing 
these officials. 

Mayor Bob English told council 
members of the major items caus- 


ing the bills to exceed the sixteen . 


thousand, They included League of 
Municipalities dues of $920; chem- 
icals at $1772; bush hog repair at 
$1095; -telephone bill of $656.00; 
street sweeper repair at $2024.00: 


two walkie talkies at $891.00; 
cleaning chemicals at $1326; gas 
and oil at $1082 and diffusers at 
$898. These totaled $10,664 of the 
$16,036.52 approved for payment 
by the council. 

Police Chief John White report- 
ed two incidents over the weekend 
that were unusual. One happened 
Saturday night at the dam in which 
a car was vandalized. He said the 
police department expected an arrest 
this week in that matter. A case of 
bad driving on Highland Drive was 
reported Sunday. The chase ended in 
an arrest, but not before a car left 
the road and did some damage in the 
yard of the Methodist parsonage. 

Councilman John W. Sharpless 
asked Chief White about the possi- 
ble need for a "door shaker" to pa- 
trol the downtown business area on 
foot at night. White said it had been 
discontinued prior to him becoming 
chief, but he personally didn’t think 
it Was practical. However he agreed 
to discuss the matter with council 
members and report back on the 
possibility of renewing the practice. 


ommendation that the price of 
meals remain the same for the next 
year. Powell explained that even 
though the overall cost would be 
up, the financial condition of the 
funds and some expected help from 
government commodities will ena- 
ble them to hold the price this year.

The board members noted they had 
no opposition to this if the city 
would remove it alt no cost to the 
board. 


After a lengthy discussion of the 
many problems with funding etc. 
the board tabled any action on the 
amount charged for using school 
busses off their regular route. Pres- 
ently the records call for charging 
50¢ a mile plus the pay of the driv- 
er. However, Foley said that in ac- 
tual practice, nothing was being 
charged for mileage. 

Liability insurance for school 
busses was purchased from Pinckard 
and Sharpless at a price of 
$2932.50, a saving of over $1,000 
from the previous year when the in- 
surance was bought from a special 
state school board trust fund. Lia- 
bility insurance for personnel, in- 
cluding board members, teachers 
and students will continue to be 
bought from the trust fund at a cost 
of about $2758.00.
